In 1877 Co. F, 3i Inf., mounted on cap- 
tured Indian horses, rode from the mouth of 
Tongue River, Mont., where Miles City now stands, 
60 miles, without a halt, in pursuit of a band of hos- 
tiles, covering the distance in lees than 12 hours, and 
most of the soldiers and some of the officers were 
new to mounted service. 








THE NEW BLOUSE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


AT this post, which is ove of the largesi in the coun- 
try, only one or two of the new biouses have made 
their appearance so far. There is still a lingering 
hope abiding with those chiefly concerned in the 
change that the War Department will yet see its 
way to spare us and save itself from the false posi- 
tion it has been led into by supposing that the new 
dlouse was desired by the body ot the officers of the 
ye Your proposition, Mr. Editor, to ascertain 
just how many officers of the several posts favored 
or opposed the introduction of the new blouse, has 
not been universally responded to, not because your 
offer was not appreciated, but because of a feeling 
that many had that to express dissent to an order 
already issued would bean unmilitary proceeding. 
But what about the procedure in a military sense, 
by which the order adopting the blouse was issued ? 
Are the victims of that order to suffer in silence 
merely to save a point of propriety? Have they not 
some rights in the matter? Many of us honestly be- 
lieve that at least three-fourths of the line officers 
serving with troops are opposed to the new blouse, 
and this for the sufficient reason that it is unneces- 
sarily costly and entirely unsuitable for au every- 
day working coat. have been told by an officer 
who has just procured the new blouse that he had 
to pay forit! Think of that, Mr. Editor, for an 
expenditure to which we are ordered to provide 
ourselves with a fatigue coat? Instead of adopting 
the new blouse it would seem more fitting to nave 
sternly rebuked the proposer of it for his officious 
presumption in circulating a petition to change the 
uniform without first submitting his proposal to the 
War Department for its approval and sanction. If 
the War Depart. will send a circular letter to every 
post with instructions to post commanders to call on 
their officers to express their opinion, yes or no, 
upon the adoption of the new blouse—it will learn 
that the objection to it is very general and not con- 
fined toa few cavillers who oppose every change, 
good or bad, in the Service, x.

VARIOUS NAVAL ‘ITEMS. 


TuE Monterey has been sent to the Mare Island 
Navy-yard to have the finishing touches put on pre- 
vious to going into regular commission for service 
on the Pacific coast. 

Ow the breaking up of the Volta, an old wooden 
third-class cruiser, in her timbers a loaded shell 
was found which had evidently been fired into her 
at the bombardment of Foochow some nine years 
ago. 

THE Ccaravel Santa Maria, escorted by the cruiser 
Isla de Luzon, sailed from Cadiz Feb. 6 for America. 
The cruiser will proceed half way across the Atlantic 
with the caravel. The Santa Maria willstop fora 
——— at the Canary Islands aud several weeks in 
Cu 

It is now said that owing to some unavoidable de- 
lays in receipt of material, that the Detroit will 
hardly have her official trial trip before some time 
in April. This craft and the Montgomery are under 
construction at the Columbian Iron Works, Balti 
more, and it was expected that they would have 
been ready for commission ere this. 


On the arrival of the Alliance in San Francisco. 
whither she is bound, nearly all of her officers will 
be detached and assigned to shore duty, their terms 
of service having been completed before her recent 
cruise to Samoa. It is more than probable, too, that 
asurvey will find that her seafaring days are about 
over. She will then be added tothe already long 
— of hulks in “Rotten Row” at the Mare Island 
yard. 

THE prospect of the Pensacola Navy-yard being 
connected with the city of that name by rail is now 
very encouraging. Grading is going on between the 
two bayous which intervene. The land is very level 
and no serious difficulty presents itself. It will bea 
great convenience to the citizens of the Government 
reservation as well as to those stationed at the 
Navy-yard and at Ft. Barrancas. 

THE Concord, now undergoing repairs to her ma- 
chinery and boilers at the Norfolk Navy-yard, will 
scarcely be ready for sea before sometime early in 
March, and her officers are beginning to wonder if 
she will be prepared to take part in the great naval 
pageant of the Columbian Exposition review. Many 
of her officers are ou leave visiting their families, 
and of course there is not much anxiety on their ac- 
count as to hastening the completion of repairs. 

THE new twin screw cruiser Detroit will, it is ex- 
pected, be given her initial steam trial on Feb. 15, 
provided the ice condition on Chess.pea:e Bay ad- 
mits of the ship being sent down into the lower bay. 
The Detroit is at present at the yards of the Colum- 
bian Iron Works of Baltimore, Md. The sis ter ship 
of the Detroit, the Montgomery, will be ready for 
her steam trials, it is thought, by March 15. The 
Montgomery is also at the docks of the Columbian 
Iron Works. 

Mr. Henry W. Cramp and Mr. Louis Nixon were 
at the Navy Department this week on business con- 
nected with the preparation of the contracts for 
the construction of the Brooklyn and Iowa. The 
formal contract will be signed during the present 
month, and the actual work of laying down the keels 
of both vessels will be commenced during March. 
These vessels will be laid down in the same places 
now occupied by the battleships Indiana and Mas- 
sachusetts, both of which will be launched during 
March—the former about March 1. 


CoMMANDER R. L. G. Nort, the navigating officer 
of the Royal Sovereign, in his wen before Ad- 
miral Fairfax’s Court-martial, said the chart of 
Ferro] was “hardly a satisfactory chart, but better 
than most of them on that coast of Spain.”’ In cross- 
examination, Commander Noel remarked that 
“‘judging by the charts the risk of entering Ferrol 
was slight, if there was any, but in entering Aura 
Bay it was merely a matter of luck whether you 
strike a rock or not,” and the same officer subse- 
quentiy stated that “in entering Vigo Bay it was a 
matter of luck whether you got in safely or not.”

CAREFUL trials have been made with the Ranger 
at Mare Island in the presence of Admiral Irwin, 
Chief Engrs. John W. Moore and Geo. J. Burnap 
P. A. Engrs. Hunt, Carter, Robotham, Milligan and 
Strickland, together with Lt. Stoney and Naval 
Constructor Taylor, and the cause of the mysterious 
noise which accompanies the machinery at all 
speeds in excess of 63 revolutions, is reported to be 
located in the propeller. A newspaper letter from 
Mare Island says: Thissame trouble has been noted 
in the Alert,a sister ship to the Ranger, and was 
slso observed in the Thetis until a change was made 
in the style of her propeller, and it is said that she 
now runs easily. 


SPEAKING of the method of increasing the speed 
of a vessel by counting the revolutions of the pro- 
peller screw, recently employed upon the UC. 38. 8S. 
Bancroft, a Newport correspondent says: “ The re- 
cords of the Torpedo Station at this place and also 
of the Navy Department, I am informed, show that 
this method, instead of being a new invention, was 
carefully worked out by Comdr. Geo. A. Converse 
several years ago and used in determining the speed 
of the Cushing and Stilletto. The system has also 
been used abroad by Yarrow. In the trial of the 
Cushing, the electric chronograph was used for the 
first time in this country in counting the revolu- 
tions of the engines. The Weaver device is practi- 
cally the same, with slight modifications in the 
mechanical construction.’

TuHE tests with the pneumatic tubes of the Vesu- 
vius at Port Royal, 8. C., have been continued. On 
Feb. 3 several shots were fired in order to obtain 
further data in connection with the range curves, 
the vessel being stationary. The majority of the 
shots are reported as being satisfactory. Two shots 
fired from the same gun consecutively were abso- 
lutely accurate. Had the tests been made on shore 
the two shells would have fallen in the same hole. 
The first shot, fired for arange of 2,000 yards, fell 
directly on the line. The tests were made for ranges 
of 2,000, 1,500, 1,400 and 1,300 yards. On Feb. 6 the ex~ 
periments of firing dummy shells were continued 
the fuses for the loaded shells not having arrived 
One shot was fired at 2,000 yards, one at 1,500 an 
two shots at 2,000 yards, all of which, it is said, with- 
in a few yards of the calculated range, The next 
test was to be made with loaded shells, the Vesuvius 
to steam over a course marked by buoys. A target, 
consisting of a framework of timbers, surmounted 
by a vile of whitewashed beef barrels, was com- 
pleted, and buoys bearing signal flags on poles were 
then anchored at 500, 1,000, 1,500 and 2,000 yards, re- 
spectively, from the target. The Vesuvius will then 
steam toward the target at high speed and fire the 
five shells that are loaded with gunpowder begin- 
ning with two atthe longest and one each at the 
other distances so marked. This firing will be a test 
for accuracy under way and alsoa trial of the new 
fuses. At least one day will then be needed to fusee 
and embark the 20 shells loaded with gun cotton. 
If the weather should again be bad, the firing of the 

un cotton projecuiles may be delayed until Mon- 

ay, Feb. 13, or even later.

A PLEA FOR THE OLD SOLDIER. 

Concerntne the opinion of 
Heyl on the subject of old soldiers, an able and ex- 
perienced officer of the line writes us as follows: ‘It 
is because the JouRNAL is the leading military paper 
of the country and the opinions of its editor carries 
weight everywhere, that I wish to file my objections, 
in which I think all of the older, and most of the 
younger, officers of the line will coincide, to your 
editorial endorsing the recommendation ot Colonel 
Hughes that the re-enlistment of privates after a 
service of three years be discouraged or prohibited. 
Our Army is primarily a fighting machine. It 
was created to act lawfully in upholding the laws 
of our country, to repel foreign invasion, and to be 
the nucleus of a larger force. It is too small in 
numbers to be made a military training school for 
a vast nation. 

“The summary of gains and losses in the Army 
during the year ending June 30, 1892, as set forth 
in"the report of the Adjutant-General, shows that 
10,231 men, or .0424+ per centum of the entire en- 
listed strength, were lost to the Service, of which 
only 3,537, or .156+ of the entire strength, were dis- 
charged at expiration of term of service. 2,328 of 
these latter re-enlisted, but as many of them must 
have been non-commissioned officers and general 
service and hospital corps men, it is hard to deter- 
mine how many really good privates could have 
been returned to civil life under the proposed 
scheme. It is sufficiently clear, however, to show 
that the number would have been ridiculously 
small in comparison to the eight or ten million 
adult males capable of bearing arms, it is proposed 
to leaven militarily. The floating population of 
army is immense; as a consequent the cost to the 
Government of every good man is serious. The 
great loss to the Service comes from this floating 
mass, for 8,177 men, or one-third the allowed 
strength of the Army, were soldiers who had been 
at least once re-enlisted. Dishonorable discharges 
and desertions caused a loss of nearly ten per cen- 
tum in a year, in which the latter fell from 1,503 in 
1890 and 2,344 in 1889 to 1,382. I judge from the 
showing that not more than one man out of every 
four enlisted serves out his time. 

‘* We are attached to our old men and they to us; 
and we do not wish to part. Some few of these 
men may be superannuated, but there are always 
places where their services are of use. We value 
the old soldier (meaning by this term not oneold in 
years, but one of some service) as examples of 
loyalty and faithfulness for new men to copy from. 
What the Army needs is good men, and the power 
to keep them and train them to be soldiers when it 
gets them. There are companies in the Service in 
which vacancies in the list of nou-commissioned 
officers do not average more than one in a year and 
in these the best of men would stand but little 
chance of promotion. The militia seems, from its 
larger proportions, to be better fitted to educate 
men as soldiers than the Regular Army. Besides, 
the general public would take more interest in them 
tban in us. Let us apply the proposed rule to the next 
best organized system to our own—the New York 
police force. It numbers some 3,000 selected men and 
is numerically stronger in proportion to the inhabi- 
tants of the city than we are to those of the country. 
Limit the term of the appointment to three years 
and allow no reappointments. There would then be 
yearly about 1,000 truly good men absorbed by the 
city. This might, possibly, have some beneficial 
effect upon the morals of the people—but what 
effect would it have upon the police force ?” 


REGULAR AND VOLUNTEER BREVETS. 

Tue Senate by amending and passing bill 2299, 
giving the same force and effect to Volunteer brey- 
eta as those in the Regular Service, has recog- 
nised the services of a small band of veterans rap- 
idly disappearing from the Army. As Gen. Scho- 
field has approved the protest of Gen. Fry against 
the passage of this bill, it is well to see who are 
affected by the proposed legisation. Estimating 
upon the basis of the highest present rank by 
brevet or otherwise we find that the following offi- 
eers of the Army will be advanced tothe brevet 
grades, named, viz.; From Brigadier-General to 
Maj.-General—Abbot and Comstock, 0.

We understand that the Secretary of the Navy 
ill mitigate the unexpired portion of the Oourt- 
partial sentence in the case of P. A. Paymaster 
homas J. Cowie, who was tried several months 
goat Yokohama, Japan, on charges of drunken- 
ess, and sentenced to five years’ suspension.

If Courts-martial desired 
reflect the views of the Navy Department they 
ould impose almost any other punishment than 
ng periods of suspension. Such sentences not 
lly deprive the Government of the services of 
officer, but tend to unfit him for his profes- 
bual work when he is restored to duty. It is the 
inion of Secretary Tracy and other officials of 
Navy Department that the {nterest of the Goy- 
hment can be much better subserved by a reduc- 
1 in numbers rather than by long suspension.

Tae Artillery-Infantry reorganization bill is 
doomed. We learn that the House Military Com- 
mittee has abandoned all hope of securing a day 
for the consideration of military measures, and 
without it there is practically no chance of the bill 
being reached , not to say anything of the meagre 
chances of becoming a law, even if it should be 
taken up for consideration. Infantry officers gen- 
erally are opposed to the bill in its present shape, 
judging from the large mass of protests being 
received by members of Congress. We have never 
had any expectation of its passage, and for that 
reason have not thought best to discuss it. 








Tue time is fast approaching when Department 
Commanders will be called upon to appoint boards 
for the preliminary examination of enlisted candi- 
dates for promotion to the grade of 2d Lieutenant 
in the Army, under the act approved July 30, 
1892, and published with governing regulations in 
G. O. 79, of November 36, 1892. Applications have 
been received at some of the Department Head- 
quarters, and we trust by the end of February to 
learn that there is a goodly number of aspirants. 





Tar Army will be much surprised to learn that 
President Harrison has nominated Dennis T. Kirby, 
formerly captain, 39th Inf., to be captain of infan- 
try. The question will very naturally be askei 
where is the authority for this nomination? There 
will be no trouble in answering it, as there is a law 
on the Statute books authorizing the appointment. 
The law was passed in 1882, but as Presidents Arthur 
and Cleveland refused to make the nomination 
the Army will not be pleased to learn that Presi- 
dent Harrison has felt constrained to carry out this 
dangerous piece of class legislation. “Captain” 
Kirby was dismissed from the Army in 1868 by sen- 
tence of Court-martial, which tried him upon 
charges involving drunkenness, insults to a bro- 
ther officer’s wife and ill-treatment of enlisted men. 
The record is shown in G. O. 67, 1868. It was in con- 
sequepce of this record that Presidents Arthur and 
Cleveland refused to carry out the special act, not- 
withstanding that great pressure was brought to 
bear upon them. It is not known what induced 
President Harrison to make the nomination at this 
late day. Oapt. Kirby is at present a clerk in the 
Pension Office. 








Tue Grand Army Mission established some 
months ago at 398 Canal street, New York City, 
by Major-General O. O. Howard, U. 8. A., and other 
philanthropic gentlemen, did a noble work on Sat- 
arday last—pensioners quarter day. The Grand 
Army posts in New York City ought, we think, to act 
with liberality towards this mission which is en- 
tirely for the benefit of veterans of the war who 
are so liable on pension day to be fleeced by the 
sharks always in wait on such occasions. 








SPEAKING of our Army the Illustrated American 
says: “The capacity, talent, industry, genius, em- 
braced in the chosen ranks of our small Army, 
would bring, in any other field, wealth, office, 
honor, all that the enterprising spirit of to-day 
values. There is not an officer of the Army who 
could not be, if he were less ‘conscientious, af power 
in politics, a force in finance, a ‘ boss’ in district, 
if he were willing to sacrifice that lofty ideal which 
the patriot puts abeve all price.” 





Tue Retiring Board which recently convened at 
Vancouver Barracks for the examination of Major 
Joseph W. Wham recommended a further sick 
leave for that officer.

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AstTze action ef the N, Y..Commandery of the 
Military Order, Loyal Legion, upon the application 
of Commander Theo. F. Jewell, U. 8. N., for mem- 
bership has been misrepresented in some of the 
dailies, it is proper that it sheuld be explained. 
Commander Jewell entered the Navy as an acting 
midshipman Nov. 29, 1861; was graduated from the 
Naval Academy in 1864, and received his commis- 
sion as ensign Nov. 1, 1866. He belongs to a class of 
naval officers whose eligibility to membership in 
this Order has been questioned by strict construco- 
tionists. The point raised is, in brief, whether his 
services as acting midshipman during the war was 
war service within the requirements of an Order 
which admits, not only those who served during the 
rebellion as commissioned officers, but those whose 
war service in the ranks was followed by a commis- 
sion. The question as to Commander Jewell’s eligi- 
bility was carried from the New York Commandery 
to the Commandery-in-Chief, which has final juris- 
diction in such cases. There it was referred toa com- 
mittee composed of Eogr.-in-Chief Geo. W. Melville, 
Commander T. B. Coghlan and Captain L. F. 
Beardslee,'of the Navy; General Lewis Merrill, of 
the Regular Army, and General James A. Beaver, of 
the United States volunteer forces, formerly Gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania. The report of the commit- 
tee was as follows: 


The committee unanimously report that they find Com- 
mander Theodore F. Jewell, United States Navy, eligible to 
mew bership, for the reason that he was gradu from the 
United States Naval Academy in November, 1864, and then 
served on board a vessel of the United States in commission 
for active service prior to April 15, 1865, 


This report was unanimously adopted by the 
Commandery-in-Chief, and it was supposed tnat the 
matter was settled. The decision of this Court of 
Appeals could not, however, deprive tho members 
of the New York Commandery of the right of ex- 
pressing their dissent by their votes in a seoret 
ballot, such as determines the choice of members in 
all bodies organized upon olub principles, and as is 
usual in such bodies a minority can control the 
election, a single adverse vote counting for as much 
as many in the affirmative, five votes in the negative 
rejecting a candidate, however many there may be 
in his favor. The friends of Comdr. Jew- 
ell are not disposed to let the matter rest where it 
is, and they believe that the course followed to se- 
cure his defeat has subjected the leader in the op- 
position to him to discipline by the Order. The 
proceedings in this case have certainly raised the 
question as to how far an individual member of the 
Order can be permitted to influence votes by de- 
claring, in communications addressed to members, 
that a gentleman who has been declared by proper 
authority to be eligible is not eligible. This is a 
question of fact, and the fact being determined, it 
is a misTSpresentation to state it otherwise, and a 
misrepresentation which in this case has placed the 
Order in a false position. The Military Order is, in 
our judgment, entering npon a critical period in its 
history. It can no longer depend for consideration 
upon the prestige of great names, and it will cer- 
tainly be brought into disrepute if it permits its ac- 
tion to be controlled by men whose sole claim to 
consideration is the fact that they followed the 
crowd to the battlefield in 1861-65, and who are 
unwilling to accept the obligations that belong 
to the character of “an officer and a gentieman.” 





A POSTAL card jast received from Cleveland, O., 
recites Seoretary Proctor’s amendment to the 
Army Appropriation Bill: “And hereafter, in 
time of peace, no recruit shall be enlisted in the 
Army for the first time who is over 30 years of age, 
and no person shall be re-enlisted who has served 
10 years or more, or who is over 35 years of age, ex- 
cept such as bave already served as enlisted men 
for 20 years or upwards,” and says: “‘ This means 
the abolition of the enlisted man’s retired list! An 
appeal has already gone to Washington, asking 
Ohio’s representatives to stand by the enlisted man. 
Wake up! Write! Telegraph your senators, 
your congressmen!"

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GENERAL WrEsLEY MERRITT, commanding Depart- 
ment of Dakota, has issued in the form of a circular 
a most thorough article on the subject of the pro- 
tection of Army posts in case of fire, read by Ist Lt. 
Harry C. Hale, 20th Inf., before the Officers’ Ly- 
ceum at Fort Assinniboine, the commanding officer 
of which post in forwarding it says: ‘I am satisfied 
ithas great merit and respectfully ask that it be 
considered by the Department Commander with a 
view to having a uniform system adopted for the 
‘protection of posts,’ in case of fire at all posts in 
the Army.’”’ Gen. Merritt orders that once each 
month, or oftener if deemed necessary, a rigid in- 
spection of all chimneys, stove-pipe apertures and 
connections, by a commissioned officer, accompa- 
nied by an expert man, be made to proyide so far as 
is possible against dangers from disastrous fires, 
Experience, says he, has shown that an ounce of pre- 
yention is worth many pounds of cure in such cases. 





Mayor J. P. SANGER, cf the [nspector-General’s 
Department, was a delegate, by proxy, of his 
cousin, Wm. Cary Sanger, of New York, to the re- 
eent convention of the National Road League, held 
at Chamberlain’s Hotel, Washington, D. C., Jan. 16, 
17 and 18. On Thursday, the major being called on, 
made the following remarks: 


Mr. PRESIDENT AND GENTLEMEN: I am not a delegate to 
this convention, but the representative, by proxy. of are- 
lative, who is a delegate from the State of New York. I 
have taken advantage, however, of my temporary connec- 
tion with the convention to bring the objects of the Road 
League to the notice of the military authorities in Wash- 
ington, and it affords me much pleasure to say that both 
the Secretary of War and the Major-General Commanding 
the Army are in full sympathy with this movement in be- 
half of good country roads, not only because of their great 
value to military operations, should they ever be necessary, 
but because of their effect generally, in facilitating inter- 
course in those sections where railroads and telegraphs are 
not relied on, as yet, for communication. I have n re- 
quested by the Secretary and by Gen. Schofield to assure 
the convention of their wish to co-operate with all the 
means at their disposal, and to request the convention to 
point out to them in what way this can be done so as to t 
promote the objects of the league. Gen. Schofield has given 
the subject of roads much consideration, more especially 
those along our Canadian border, on both sides of the line. 
and ful y appreciates their importance, no matter in what 

of the country they may besituated. As ycu are doubt- 
ess aware, the Army has been for years the pioneer of 
Western emigration in this country, and by its marches and 
the posts it has built, has been largely instrumental in de- 
termining the sites of our Western cities and the main lines 
of communication between them. They are still engaged in 
this work, and each year adds something to the general 
fund of knowledge on this subject through its marches 
and their itineraries. I bave with me a few itineraries of 
recent date, to which I ask your attention, as they will 
show more clearly the character of the work that is done, 

Accompanying these maps are explanatory notes, and to- 
gether they give all the information necessary to a correct 
understanding of tbe route travelled. Many of these 
itineraries are sent to the office of the Chief of Engineers, 
where they are used in the amplification or correction of ex- 
isting maps. It has occurred to me that were these itineraries 

rinted and distributed to the small communities of the 

est, where most of the marching is done, it would pro- 
mote an interest on the subject of roads not hitherto felt. 
It is my belief that the intelligence and experience of the 
Army can be made a valuable auxiliary in the establisb- 
rrent of good roads,and I am quite sure from what the 
military authorities bave said that they would be glad to 
use them for that purpose. 


On Thursday the Executive Committee of tbe 
League called on the Secretary of War and the 
Major-General Commanding the Army to express 
the thanks and acknowledgments of the Conven- 
tion, and to arrange for the co-operation of the 
War Department in awakening an interest and in 
promoting the establishment of good roads. 








We are reliably informed from Washington 
that the President and Secretary of War have had 
under discussion during the past week a project to 
retire Adjutant-General William to make a vacancy 
for the promotion of General Ruggles. They are 
also discussing the subjact of the retirement of 
General Carr and the appointment of Colonel Otis 
to the vacancy which would thereby be created. 
As far as known no formal decision has yet been 
reached in either case. We understand that 
some of the friends of General Carr who were in- 
strumental in securing his appointment originally 
promised his early retirement, but Gen. Carr, it is 
said, did not understand that this was made a con- 
dition of his appointment, and is unwilling to 
retire voluntarily. 








THERE is no truth in the statement that the au- 
thorities are contemplating the nbandonment of 
the infantry sword and the cavalry sabre. There 
has been a good deal of talk about the adoption ofa 
new sword for infantry, but the several new de- 
signs submitted have been turned down, and there 
is no likelihood of a new departure for some time to 
come.

GENERAL FREDERICK THOMAS LOCKE, a distin- 
guished officer of volunteers, well known in Na- 
tional Guard, Loyal Legion and G.A.R. circles, died 
at his home in New York City Feb. 4. At the out- 
break of the war the deceased was adjutant of the 
12th Regt., N.G., the regiment at the time being un- 
der the command of Gen. Butterfield, then a colo- 
nel. He went tothe front with the corps, and at 
the end of his three months’ service he was made 
captain and adjutant-general on Gen. Fitz-John 
Porter's staff. When the Fifth Army Corps was 
formed he was appointed Chief of Staff, a position 
he beld until the close of the war. Gen. Locke par- 
ticipated in the campaign of the Potomac. At the 
battle of Spottsyivania Court-house he was shot in 
the face. About two weeks ago the wound was 
treated for a cancerous growth which had formed 
aboutit. The operation performed was successful, 
but the shock brought on an affection of the heart 
from which the patient died. He was brevetted 
Lrigadier-general for his gallantry at the battle of 
Five Forks, Va. Gen. Locke was engaged in no less 
than 32 battles, from Yorktown and Hanover Court 
House to Appomattox.

FOREIGN ITEMS. 


Tue Greek Chamber has passed a bill fixing the 
strength cf the army during 1892 at 22,667 men. 

THE average earnings of “Jack” the boxing 
kangaroo in London are reported to beat the rate of 
$130,000 per year. 

A RECENT order in the Italian army directs that in 
the *** officers will in future attach their 
swords to the saddle. In other arms they will con- 
tinue to carry them on the waistbelt as heretofore. 

THE preservation of order in Paris rests ulti- 
mately with Gen. Saussier, Military Governor of the 
capital. Gen. Saussier has just m retained on 
the lists of the active army by a special decree, the 
signing of which was one of M. de Freycinet’s last 
official acts, exempting him from the action of the 
age limit. 

Masor Gen. HERBERT, Commander of the Cana- 

dian Militia, infhis annual report says, in effect, the 
iorcesimply exists on paper, and describes the 
equipment as useless. His inspection of the militia 
store houses revealed an accumulation of worn-out 
and worthless equipment, obsolete military stores 
and condemned utensils. He suggests that much of 
the artillery now on hand be sold for old metal. In 
eonclusion, he urges that the entire executive au- 
thority be vested in his own person, the present 
headquarters staff being inefficient. Gen. Herbert 
was sent over to reorganize the Canadian Militia. 
His strictures upon the inefficiency of the Canadian 
Volunteers have in the past made him very unpop- 
ular, especially among the officers. Despite the un- 
pleasantness of his task, he has resolutely set to 
work to carry out his plans of improving Canada's 
defences. His aim is to induce Canada to oco-oper- 
ate with England in establish‘ng defences in British 
Columbia as strong as those at Halifax. Thus far 
no action has been taken, although the plan of the 
defences was drafted by British engineers three 
years ago. 

A HAMBURG gardener named Carl Theodor Geiss- 
ler has, it is reported, solved the balloon problem 
with an invention reported upon favorably by 
more than one expert. In form it resembles a tor- 
pedo. The car is as long as the balloon itself, and 
has a screw in front and’a rudder behind. The screw 
is driven by a Daimler’s petroleum motor of alu- 
minium weighing only 120 kilos.,and makes 1,000 
revolutions ina minute. Therise and fall can be 
regulated by a sliding weight, and bya ring which 
encircles the case. Experiments are to be made in 
the early spring with a large dirigible balloon now 
being constructed at the military balloon works at 
Chalais-Meudon, under the direction of Command- 
ant Renard. It will measure about 230 ft. by 43 ft. 
It is expected to be able to make headway against 
air-currents not exceeding 28 milesan hour. The 
motor Is not fully described, but it will act either 
with gasoline or the gas of the balloon, giving an 
effective force of 45-horse power on the shaft. The 
total weight of machinery, with supply of gasoline, 
etc., will be about 66 lb. per horse power. Previously 
it has not been possible to make petroleum motors 
with a less weight than 150 to 200 kilos. per horse 
power. Thescrew will be in front, and a large rud 
der behind; the former will make about 200 turns 
per minute.
